In response to the requirement for an election of species dated March 24, 2004, Applicants 
provisionally elect Species II: (Figs. 3A-3B). It is believed that claims 1, 2 and 4-9 read on the 
elected species. In the previous reply filed February 25, 2004, species I (Fig. 1) was erroneously 
indicated. 

This election is made without traverse, it being understood that the applicants' rights to the 
filing of a divisional application directed to the non-elected subject matter under 35 USC 120 and 
35 USC 121 are retained, and that the Examiner will consider other species upon allowance of a 
generic claim.
